row, will not begin until 12:01 a. rn. 
on January 17, it was announced j 
here at the ofiice of Colonel Daniel 
L. Porter of the United States In­ 
tern ' : venue service. 
“After 
hour,” it was said, 
“not a barren jf intoxicating liquor, 
a case of wine or a keg of beer can 
be legally manufactured, sold or 
transported for beverage purposes 
anywhere in the United States, its 
territories or insular possessions.'’ 
There will be no searching 
of 
homes or confiscation 
of 
^ to x i­ 
cants, the federal authorities de­ 
clare, the law’ providing for seizure 
only in event that liquors are sold 
or 
in case 
a “home” is 
clearly 
shown to be a public resort. 
Pos­ 
session of a private still by means 
of which whisky may be made, how­ 
ever, is held to be unlawful. 
A cer­ 
tain amount of “botlegging” is ex­ 
pected to be carried on for some 
time, local officials say, but every 
effort jut the government w’ill be ex­ 
erted to discourage violations. 
W cile it has been announced that 
the “drys” are to raise a fund of 
$50,OOO,Olm to continue their fight, 
prohibition leaders here say most of 
the money will be used in “educat­ 
ing” the public as to the injurious 
effects of alcohol. 
They intimate 
that they will take no radical steps 
but that “toleration and patience 
will be exercised toward any man 
who is honest on the question and

Cider 
mills 
and 
grape 
juice 
plants, meanwhile, have been work­ 
ing overtime of late in New York 
state, it was said, and the price of 
apples and grape fruit has been af­ 
fected by an increased demand. 
Fermented sacramental 
wine for 
exclusively religious purposes will 
be manufactured and sold as usual, 
but with newr federal restrictions. 
Sale of hard cider and grape juice 
with a “kick” in them, of course, 
are now’ taboo. 
Latest internal revenue statistics 
show that the constitutional “dry” 
amendment puts out of business, or 
compels a change to other forms of 
industry of 236 distilleries, 1,092 
breweries and 17^790 saloons and 
other places selling intoxicants in 
the continental United States. 
The familiar ditty: 
“There, little barroom, don’t you 
cry, 
“You’ll be a drugstore, 
bye 
and 
bye” 
has not proved true, at least in New’ 
York. 
Most saloons, the owmers of 
which have decided to remain in 
business, have been transformed in­ 
to restaurants or candy stores. 
Distilleries, elsewhere, it is said, 
are being utilized for making dena­ 
tured alcohol for fuel, for use in 
the mechanical arts and for other 
legal purposes. 
Some 
are now 
creameries and cheese factories. 
Breweries, in many cases, accord­ 
ing to reports, have been turned in­ 
to malt sugar factories, automobile 
works, meat packing and cold stor­ 
age, and frtiit and vegetable dehy­ 
drating 
or 
evaporating 
plants. 
Many employes of distilleries and 
breweries thus are retained at their 
old places but at new tasks. 
An 
army of bartenders, it is said, has 
obtained jobs at soda fountains and 
are reported to be “humanizing” 
the nut sundae business.

Some interesting facts about the 
Md municinpal hall might be men­ 
tioned in the passing as a fitting 
tribute to the old land mark. 
The hall was erected iii 1874 am 
1875 at a cost of $9,400 with an ae. 
ilition on the west which was erecr 
eel in 1898 at a cost of approximate 
Iv $8,000. 
The building which will 
be erected in its place will cost 
$ 100,000. 
A three-quarter interest in the 
half block where the building now 
stands was purchased by the city 
from General George ll. Smith on 
November 26, 1867. at a cost of 
$5,000. 
The remaining quarter in­ 
terest was purchased from D. W. 
Bouldin and wife on January 20, 
1869, at a cost of $1,815. 
The original building was erect- 
ad by Lowery and Beckley, local 
contractors, during the administra­ 
tion of W. W. Hill, mayor, and E. 
M. Bixby, as president of the coun­ 
cil. 
The annex was built by Gee. 
E. Dugan in 1898. The old building 
contained the fire department, city 
jail and other offices. 
The fire de­ 
partment at that time was located 
iii the northeast corner of the build­ 
ing where Fruin & Paradis meat 
shop is now located. 
It remained 
there until 1885. 
The city hall ar 
that time was located on the banks 
of Pearl river, which ran in a north­ 
western direction” through the city. 
On April 12, 1875, Mayor Hill and 
the city council passed an ordi­ 
nance containing 47 sections pre 
scribing the duties of the market 
master and other conditions under 
which the market house should be 
operated. 
At that time all huck­ 
sters and* vegetable wagons were 
required to bring their wares to 
the market house, where space was 
allotted them. 
The practice still 
exists in some cities. 
The city council, will receive bids 
next Monday night for the sale and 
removal of the city hall and on 
March I another of Sedalia’s oldest 
and most historic buildings will 
pass out of existence.

Francis H. Sisson of the Guaran 
tv Trust Company, head of the larg­ 
est trust company in America, be­ 
lieves it would not. 
“The church would be derelict iii < 
its duties if it did not conduct a re- , 
ligious revival,” said Dr. Charles ; 
Sumner Burch, Episcopal bishop of 
New York.

“It would be fundamentally only 
a substitution of a lesser hysteria . 
for a greater one,” said Francis H. 
Sisson of the Guaranty Trust com­ 
pany. 
Both men agreed that bolshevism 
attacks the church just as it does 
every other semblance of iaw' and 
order. 
“It is essentially the state’s prob­ 
lem.” said Bishop Burch, “but the 
church as a great exponent of law' 
and order and of moral living and 
thinking, must join the state in the 
fight. 
“The campaign should be one of 
education and this of itself would 
bring converts to the church. Just 
how' it should be waged, I am un­ 
prepared to say now. 
“All setts, Catholics, Jews and 
Protestants, must work together or 
the campaign will fail. Who should 
lead is a question. 
Possibly some 
of the 
interchurch 
organizations 
might take it up. 
“Such a campaign w'ould also 
work a powerful good 
for 
the 
church, speaking of the church as 
the combination of all denomina-1 
tions. 
It would tend to unify the

“The department of the interior 
and the boards of education should 
wage a campaign of education to J 
show' the fallacy of bolshevism,” I 
said Mr. Sisson.

ABOUT REICHSTAG 


TROOPS FIRED INTO CROWDS 
KILLING AND WOUNDING A 
LARGE NUMBER — DEMON­

Berlin, Jan. 14.—The government 
last night proclaimed martial law 
In all sections of Germany follow­ 
ing the mob demonstration that af­ 
ternoon, in which at least ten per­ 
sons were killed and many others 
wounded by machine gun fire from 
guards in front of the reichstag 
building. 
Gustave Noske, minister of de­ 
fense, has been appointed comman­ 
der in chief of the Greater Berlin 
district and Brandenburg province. 
Street parades, meetings and de­ 
monstrations of all kinds have been 
prohibited. 


Tonight Noske’s troops 
placed 
riflemen with a barbed wire cordon 
throughout the downtown streets. 
The reichstag square was given a 
reinforced control. 
The Wilhelm- 
strasse was barred to ail traffic and 
the government building was vir­ 
tually inaccessible except to those 
employed there. 
The members of 
the assembly were not disturbed 
aud they left the building after ad­ 
journment was taken. 
The government admits the loss 
of one member of the troops of 
guards killed in the fighting while 
several are missing. 
The big oak- 
paneled door, which gives access to 
the west wing of the reischstag 
building was smashed during the 
rush. It was the prompt resistance 
of the public security troops on 
guard 
that 
prevented 
ingresss, 
which would have resulted in the 
invasion of the chamber by the 
mob. 
Through this door a large 
calibre bullet fired from ranks of 
the mob found its way and also 
passed into a second door of the 
lobby crowded with members. 
Large Number Wounded.
